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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application but is improper because 
prosecution was not closed. The PTO-326 form of 4/19/05 indicated that action was 
Final - as well as not final (See boxes 2a and 2b). 2a was checked as a result of a 
typographical error. And thus the prosecution was not closed and the RCE was 
premature. The amendment filed 1 1/17/2005 is being treated as a response under 37 
CFR 1.111. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is unclear if the claims require a size applicator to be part of the apparatus. 
First it is noted that the claim explicit requires that the apparatus comprises a bushing, 
two nozzles and the shoe. But the applicator is not mentioned in the same manner. 
Rather, claim 1 indicate that there is "a size applicator in the filament forming process". 
However the claim is directed to an apparatus, not a process. Thus it is unclear if 
applicator is an intended use limitation. A recitation of the intended use of the claimed 
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invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the 
prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the 
prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In 
a claim drawn to a process of making, the intended use must result in a manipulative 
difference as compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) 
and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5, 7, 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Bohy 40713412. 

Figures 2-3 of Bohy show the bushing 10, the first nozzle 13, the second nozzle 
15, and 16 is the gathering shoe. If the claim requires an applicator: see features 31- 
32. Emitting is a method - not structure. 

Claim 2 is clearly met. 

Claims 3-5 are deemed to be intended use limitations of which Bohy is inherently 
able to meet. For example, by using a high enough pressure, one should be able to 
atomize at least some portion of a fluid. 

Claims 7, 12 and 13 are clearly met. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 
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Claims 1-5, 7, 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bohy 40713412 in view of Haruch 6161778. 
See how Bohy is applied above for the claims. 

Bohy does not explicity teach a specific nozzle for the cooling - which emits air. 
Haruch teaches an improved nozzle for cooling (col. 1, lines 10-67). It would have 
been obvious to use the Haruch cooling nozzle in the Bohy device, because it gives 
enhanced liquid particle breakdown and distribution, is more versatile and can be easily 
customized as disclosed by Haruch. 



Claims 6 and 1 1 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bohy 40713412 (with or without Haruch 6161778) as applied to 
claims 3 and 1 1 , and further in view of Loeffler 4168959. 

Bohy does not disclose a manifold. Examiner takes Official Notice that headers 
and manifolds are the same thing. As per figures 1 and 4 of Loeffler it is known to use 
headers/manifolds to supply fluids to sprayers in the glass fiber art. Col. 3, lines 24-39 
of Loeffler discloses advantages of using a header/manifold system. 

IT would have been obvious to have multiple Bohy fiberizers so as to make 
multiple fibers simultaneously.

B. Duplication of Parts 

In re Harza. 274 F.2d 669, 124 USPQ 378 (CCPA 1960) (Claims at issue were 
directed to a water-tight masonry structure wherein a water seal of flexible material fills 
the joints which form between adjacent pours of concrete. The claimed water seal has a 
"web" which lies ** in the joint, and a plurality of "ribs" ** projecting outwardly from 
each side of the web into one of the adjacent concrete slabs. <The prior art disclosed a 
flexible water stop for preventing passage of water between masses of concrete in the 
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shape of a plus sign (+). Although the reference did not disclose a plurality of ribs, the 
court held that mere duplication of parts has no patentable significance unless a new and 
unexpected result is produced.). 

It would have been further obvious to supply the fluid(s) to the multiple Bohy 
sprayers by using a header/manifold, as taught by Loeffler, for the advantages that 
Loeffle discloses. This applies for claims 6 and 1 1 . 
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Claim 14: As per col 3. lines 30-33 of Loeffler indicate that angle is a result effective 
variable. It would have been obvious to perform routine experimentation to determine 
the optimal angle for the sprayers. 



II. OPTIMIZATION OF RANGES 

A. Optimization Within Prior Art Conditions or Through Routine Experimentation 
Generally, differences in concentration or temperature will not support the patentability of 
subject matter encompassed by the prior art unless there is evidence indicating such 
concentration or temperature is critical. "[WJhere the general conditions of a claim are 
disclosed in the prior art, it is not inventive to discover the optimum or workable ranges 
by routine experimentation." In re Aller, 220 F.2d 454, 456, 105 USPQ 233, 235 
(CCPA 1955) (Claimed process which was performed at a temperature between 40°C 
and 80°C and an acid concentration between 25% and 70% was held to be prima facie 
obvious over a reference process which differed from the claims only in that the reference 
process was performed at a temperature of 100°C and an acid concentration of 10%.); 
>see also Peterson, 315 F.3d at 1330, 65 USPQ2d at 1382 ("The normal desire of 
scientists or artisans to improve upon what is already generally known provides the 
motivation to determine where in a disclosed set of percentage ranges is the optimum 
combination of percentages.");< ** In re Hoeschele, 406 F.2d 1403, 160 USPQ 809 
(CCPA 1969) (Claimed elastomeric polyurethanes which fell within the broad scope of 
the references were held to be unpatentable thereover because, among other reasons, 
there was no evidence of the criticality of the claimed ranges of molecular weight or molar 
proportions.). For more recent cases applying this principle, see Merck & Co. Inc. v. 
Biocraft Laboratories Inc., 874 F.2d 804, 10 USPQ2d 1843 (Fed. Cir.), cert. 

denied, 493 U.S. 975 (1989); In re Kulling, 897 F.2d 1147, 14 USPQ2d 1056 (Fed. 
Cir. 1990); and In re Geisler, 116 F.3d 1465, 43 USPQ2d 1362 (Fed. Cir. 1997). 

B. Only Result-Effective Variables Can Be Optimized 

A particular parameter must first be recognized as a result-effective variable, i.e., a 
variable which achieves a recognized result, before the determination of the optimum or 
workable ranges of said variable might be characterized as routine experimentation. In re 
Antonie, 559 F.2d 618, 195 USPQ 6 (CCPA 1977) (The claimed wastewater 
treatment device had a tank volume to contractor area of 0.12 gal./sq. ft. The prior art 
did not recognize that treatment capacity is a function of the tank volume to contractor 
ratio, and therefore the parameter optimized was not recognized in the art to be a result- 
effective variable.). See also In re Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980) 
(prior art suggested proportional balancing to achieve desired results in the formation of an 
alloy). 
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Response to Arguments
